LEBANON  VALLEY  COLLEGE  is  located  at  Annville,  a  pleasant  rural 
village,  situated  in  one  of  the  most  delightful  portions  of  the  beautiful  Leba- 
non Valley.  The  village  is  noted  for  its  healthfulness  and  freedom  from  those 
temptations  to  vice  so  common  to  cities  and  large  towns.  It  is  easily  accessi- 
ble from  all  points,  being  located  on  the  direct  route  of  railroad  travel  from 
Harrisburg,  via  Reading,  to  Philadelphia  or  New  York.  Trains  stopjjing  at 
Annville  leave  Harrisburg  and  Reading  four  times  a  day,  Sundays  excepted. 

'jBuildings  and  Grounds. 

There  are  two  large  brick  buildings  provided  with  the  modern  improve- 
ments, and  capable  of  accommodating  a  large  number  of  students.  The  rooms 
are  arranged  for  two  students  each,  are  well  ventilated,  contain  clothes-presses, 
and  are  heated  with  hot  air.  There  is  also  a  fine  campus  of  about  six  acres.  The 
Ladies'  Hall  is  enth-ely  separate  from  the  other  premises. 

The  Ladies'  Department  is  under  the  immediate  care  of  one  of  the  lady 
teachers,  and  young  ladies  from  abroad  are  f  lu-nished  comfortable  and  pleasant 
homes  where  they  have  every  advantage  for  study  and  general  improvement. 
All  non-resident  students  board  in  the  institution,  and  hence  are  under  the  con- 
tinual care  of  the  President  and  Professors. 

J^urnisfdng  and  Outfit. 

Students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  bedding,  excepting  the  mattress. 
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bolster,  and  pillows.     They  should  have  their  blankets,  sheets,  pillow  cases, 
and  clothing  indelibly  marked  with  their  full  names. 

Parents  and  giiardians  are  advised  that  the  student  needs  very  little  pocket 
money.  In  many  cases  it  is  safer  that  his  funds  be  entrusted  to  an  officer  of 
the  institution  whose  discretion  may  regulate  his  expenditures. 

Disciplhie.  . 

The  object  of  the  Institution  is  to  aiford  a  home,  where  parents  or  guar- 
dians may  place  their  sons,  daughters,  and  wards  with  safety  and  profit,  and 
where  young  men  and  young  ladies  may  be  fitted  for  usefulness  under  intlu- 
ences  calculated  to  refine  their  tastes,  ennoble  then"  aspirations,  discipline  their 
intellectual  powers,  and  develop  a  high  Clu'istian  character.  The  government 
of  the  College  is  strict,  but  parental.  Every  unexcused  absence,  failure,  or 
misdemeanor  of  a  student  is  reporteil  to  the  faculty,  and  a  record  made  (rf  the 
same. 

The  first  tlufee  demerit  marks  will  subject  a  student  to  private  reproof  : 
the  first  six,  to  reproof  before  tlie  Faculty ;  the  first  nine,  to  reproof  in  pub- 
lic, with  notice  to  parent  or  guardian,  and  the  first  twelve,  to  dismission  from 
the  College. 

The  Faculty  may,  on  evidence  of  reformation,  restore  a  dismissed  student. 

Matricnla/ioii. 

No  one  is  recognized  as  a  student  or  permitted  to  enter  any  class  of  the 
College  until  he  has  matriculated,  and  his  matriculation  is  deemed  a  pledge  on 
his  part  to  obey  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  College. 

Studies  and  'Recitations. 

Students  will  pursue  the  studies  of  the  classes  to  which  they  are  assigned 
unless  exempted  for  special  reasons.  No  student  will  take  a  study  to  which 
he  has  not  been  assigned,  nor  discontinue  a  study  without  permission  obtained 
from  the  Faculty. 

£Jxami7tations. 

Public  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the  first  and  second  terms  l)e- 
fore  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  before  a  commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  Patronizing  Conferences.  The  examinations  are  intended 
to  be  thorough  and  have  an  influence  in  determining  the  standing  of  the  stu- 
dent. 

In  all  cases  when  from  any  cause  a  student  has  failed  to  be  present  at  the 
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reijular  examination  he  shall  undergo  an  examination  before  being  jtermitted 
again  to  recite  in  the  classes  of  the  College. 

'Froiiiotion. 

At  the  lieginniiig  of  each  term  the  old  classes  are  reorganized  and  new 
ones  are  formed.  At  or  near  the  close  of  each  academic  year  the  names  of  all 
the  members  of  each  class  separately  come  before  tlie  Faculty  for  promotion 
and  those  of  the  senior  class  for  graduation,  and  no  student  is  promoted  to  a 
liigher  class,  or  to  graduation,  exce]>t  upon  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

'I^hetorical  l^xercise. 

An  exercise  in  composition  is  required  of  each  student  once  in  two  weeks; 
also  a  public  oratorical  exercise  of  the  regular  C'ollege  classes,  monthly. 

ZiCare  oJ\-lbseiice. 

No  student  is  allowed  to  be  aljsent  during  the  term,  witiiout  siiecial  leave. 
The  absence  of  a  student,  for  even  a  day  during  term  time,  exerts  on  his  pro- 
gress an  evil  influence,  which  is  seldom  f'dly  appreciated  by  parents  and  guar- 
dians :  hence  no  apology  but  tlial;  (jf  sickness,  or  othei'  unavoidable  accident, 
is  sufhcient  to  excuse  a  student  from  a  reguLir  attendance  at  recitation. 

'Books  oj'  'iiefei'ence. 
Tlie  following  manu'.ds  are  recommended  :  Anthon's  Classical  Dictionaiy, 
Escheuburg's  Manual  of  Classical  Literature,  Webster's  or  Worcester's  Una- 
l)ri(lged  Dictionary.  Long's  Classical  Atlas,  and  Ci'osby's  Greek  Grammar. 

lieKgious  Services. 

Religious  service  is  held  in  the  College  Chai)el  in  the  morning  of  each  day, 
which  all  the  students  are  requu'ed  to  attend. 

Students  from  abroad,  who  are  residents  of  the  College,  are  also  required 
to  attend  public  worship  on  Sabbath  morning  and  evening  \\A\X\  the  Faculty, 
exc-ept  those  who  on  account  of  church  membership  or  wish  of  parent  or 
guardian  may  jirefer  to  attentl  church  elsewhere. 

Students'  prayer  meetings,  wiiich  all  are  invited  to  attend,  are  held  on 
each  Tuesday  evening. 

Depar/meiits  of  S/ndy. 

Tlie  curriculum  of  the  College  embraces  three  courses,  namely,  the  Cl.^s- 
sicAL.  the  Ladies',  and  the  Scientific^  Each  of  these  is  separate  from  the 
rest,  yet  complete  in  itself. 
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'Regidcn'  Classes. 
During  each  term  of  the  collegiate  year  there  are  always  organized  three 
classes  in  Arithmetic  ;  one  in  Robinson's  Higher,  one  in  Robinson's  Practical, 
and  one  iu  Brooks's  Normal  Mental ;  also  three  classes  in  English  Grammar: 
one  in  analysis  and  two  in  definitions  and  parsing.  Also  classes  in  Reading. 
Drawing,  and  Penmanship. 

Graduation  and  'Degrees. 

Every  one  of  the  studies  prescribed  in  each  course  is  deemed  essential  to 
gi'aduating  in  that  com'se. 

2iackelor  o/'drts. 

This  degree  will  be  conferred  in  course  upon  aiiy  student  of  the  College 
who  shall  complete  the  studies  of  the  Classical  Course,  and  shall  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  upon  the  same. 

3fis tress  of  ^rts. 

This  degree  will  be  conferred  in  course  upon  any  lady  student  who  shall 
complete  the  studies  of  the  Ladies'  Course  and  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation upon  the  same. 

Master  of  ^7'ts. 

This  degi'ee  will,  on  application,  be  conferred  upon  any  Bachelor  of  Arts 
who  has,  for  at  least  three  years  since  his  graduation,  devoted  himself  to  lit- 
erary or  professional  pursuits,  and  has  during  the  same  time  sustained  a  good 
moral  character.     Fee,  tive  dollars. 

Certificate. 

To  any  student  who  completes  the  Scientific  Couree.  a  certificate  to  that 
effect  will  be  given.

There  are  connected  with  the  College  two  Literary  Societies — the  Philo-
